So says Dr. U S. Grant, pro- c
fessor of geology On the Los P
Angeles campus of the Univer- e
slty of California. Dr. Grant has a
made comprehensive studies of Ti
the source and transportation 
of sand in the Santa Monica a
Bay region. P

Measurements of the siltirlg *
rate of resei-voiis and the trans- '
portation of sand by ocean cur- '
rents indicates that the Santa '
Monica Mountains are being '
eroded at a more rapid rate '.
than adjacent land because of a
steep slopes, flash floods, and ,
burned-over areas.

When carried to the sea by ,
streams, tiny particles of rock ,
which form sand are transported v

y prevailing north-to-south pur- j
ents along shore. The turbu- ,
ence produced by thtf waves 
s necessary to start the sand'
noving. About 10 per cent or
more of the time, however, when

sea swell comes from the 
south, the direction of the cur­
rent revci-ses, and the sand is
carried from south to north.

Such Information has practical
value, points out Dr. Grant, in
building breakwaters, piers,
'acht harbors, and other shore-
Ine structures.
